Nevertheless certain informa- 
tion has permitted us to make in our turn for this person, a question- 
naire which provides a more simple way of sending you information which 
gives you the opportunity of obtaining from the information data which is 
of the most primary inportance in order to aid you in clarifying the 
political situation in Hungary* 

Our informer leaves very soon to return to Hungary, We have a chance 
of receiving a follow-up on this questionnaire, which we will communicate 
to you, 

1# What is the present position of GERO compared to some other members 
of the Party, the trio, the Political Bureau, the National Surety Bureau, 
toward the Administration of State? 

2, The relations between KEVAI and RAKOSI - Has REVAI once more aligned 
himself on the side of GERO against RAKOSI, or will he maintain a neutral 
position? 

3, What role is de VAS (the former communist Burgomaster of Budapest, 
who was put in office in 19h7 by RAJK) playing? One has always considered 
him a s a RAJK man. Is it true that he is still the most popular conmunLst 
in the country? Is he still the chief of planning? Who keep him in his pre- 
sent position? Is he still a member of the Political Bureau and how did he 
get there? 

b, We want some details on FARKAS, Minister of War since 1950. Note 
that this man seems to be unknown to everyone. Is It true that he is a 
Soviet General? Is it correct that he has lived in Moscow since 1932? 

How is it that recently he has come need to take part in political debates 
not only of military problems but also on the education of youth, which 
function comes under the jurisdiction of REVAI?
